Our contciuporary takes it all back. 
It would appear that wlien it infonued 
the farQierB tliat the government could 
do nothing mure for tlicm and that they 
must hencL'foi-Lh furnish the men, the 
money and tho ropu to bring cattle 
thieves to justice, it ueitlicr meant 
what it said nor said what it meant. 
This is satisfactory as f'tr a.s it goe.s; 
but it dons not very far — tiot beyond 
tho government circle, which is becoin 
ing so circumscribed that it might bo 
carried on the point of a knitting- 
needle without its presence being no 
ticed. The point we havo rai-scd is 
that tbe farmers are entitled to police 
protection. When tlicir ta.ves are paid 
tboy in effect stipulate for that .security 
to life and property which previous 
governments h'lve alwavs extemleii. 
With regret it hiis been obsorved fur 
several years that tho policy of liiis 
government towards tbe settled dis- 
tricts has been one of studied neglect. 
.\.t tiie very out.sct of their cirin^r the 
j>olico force was withdrawn from Vali', 
Llliooet and C'!issiar,anil what lollouc'l 
in Yale ! Ili'ihw.'iy rubberie.s, oulra^jcs, 
two shocking inurdor;i and four e.\eini 
tions. In Liiiooet district three horrible 
murdersand two abortive trialn. At'.'.i^ 
-liar a woman met her death bv nmoIi'MiH' 
and a toll collector wa.s carved to ilcatli 
wiih a bon'ie kiiifi- wii-Mod bv a (b-^pcr 
ate isavage. Here, tlu'n, uic eleven 
ilcallia and any nuuilier of thi fis aiiil 
outrages directly attriljulable to govern- 
mental neglect of tho districts. When 
wo conio ni'arer home what do wo linil J 
in 1879, such was tho watchful cart of 
the govern(neiit, a reward of .'?l','>0 
vvuH otl'ttreil for the ilet-ction of tiu: par- 
ties who inulilatej u stallion in \'iij 
toria dibt rid ; anj in IS-Sl not (jrjy is 
no reward forthcoriiing for the tletec 
tioa of an organized band of cattle 
liiioves who, by their depredations, are 
ruining scores of farmerii, but the gov- 
trnnient, through their organ, ailvi.sn 
the settlers to form vigilance comniit- 
teeR for mutual proti;ctiou and tlie 
pursuit and punishment of the thieves! 
In 1879 the procrcative powers of an 
entire horse were valued at .^250. In 
1881 the value of settlers' properties 
lias declined so nuicli in goveriunental 
eyes that tliey not only otJer no reward 
for e\'ildoers who have made ofl" ivith 
the entire carcasses of jOO ijeevea, l)ut 
ihey inform the settlers that they must 
in tbe future pay directly for that pro- 
tection which It is the duty of the gov- 
ernment to afford. Our contemporary 
yesterday referred to the farmers as 
"shrewd, practical men." A week ago 
ho called tho workingtnen "unhappy 
whelps" because they broke up the 
little game v,'hich had for its stake tho 
construction of the caisson in Eng- 
land. If the farmers arc "shrcNfd, 
practical men" and not the ''cabbuge- 
heads" ihc Standard mu.Mt have imagin- 
ed tbcm to be, they will certainly re 
sent the proposition to cast them adrift 
at tho earliest opportunity. When 
John Bright proposed to cut oil the 
Colonies, Tesntson wroto a ])oem in 
which he declared the propoHition "a 
strain to shame us." But here wo 
have a govi'mment drawn from the 
peojjle, KUbtained by the people and ex- 
isting by the grace of the pcnplf, ac- 
tually proposing to cast the ottv.i of re- 
gulating the country and admmistei ing 
its laws upon tho shoulders of the 
people. Tlie proposition canr.nt he 
allowed to rest here.
